"leaks" from the committee. Demo- 
crats have a strong suspicion that

Telop this fact, the next witnesses 
will be local managers of the local 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
companies.

Fall, Edward McLean, two 
of McLean's intimate friends while 
they were all together in Palm 
Beach. 


The telegrams desired are believed 


to have been sent between 'Decem- 
ber 28 and January 28.

New York city, and an April 6, 1789. 
took the oath of office as the first 
president of the United States. That 
oath of office was taken on Wall 
street—just one hundred feet across 
the street from where the present 
office of J. P. Morgan & Co. is lo- 
cated. 


The government was new. It had 


no departments. Finances, then as 
now, 
were of first importance. It is

1789, 
an act was passed by congress

lines already laid down by Robert 
Morris, the able superintendent of 
finance during the period of con- 
federation. 


George Washington was a rich 


man—one of the richest in his day. 
He asked to serve as president with- 
out pay, but congress gp.ve him ?25,- 
000 a year. America then was poor 
and loaded with debts, both do- 
mestic and foreign. 
War had done 


it. The individual states—thirteen 
in number—were also burdened with 
debts. 
The task was a heartbreak- 


ing one.

friend. 


"There is but one man in the 


United States who can tell you; 
that is Alexander Hamilton," replied 
the friend. 


On September 11, 1789, nine days 


after the creation of the department 
of finance, George Washington sent 
to the United States senate the name 
of Alexander Hamilton for his first 
secretary of the treasury-

been adjutant to Washington during

In his slight body lay a soul of pas- 
sionate ardor, of immense energy, j 
and boundless pride." 


This new government had been 


given specific powers by the several 


source. From 1791-1799 the average 
was $427,000. It was Albert Gallatin, 
the fourth secretary of the treasury 
who said in one ot his reports that 
it cost 34 per cent of the revenue to 
collect it during the early years of 
our national life. 
Even in 1890 —• 


ten years later—it cost 17.47 per 
cent to collect the internal revenue. 
Custom duties—not internal revenue 
—came to Hamilton's rescue. 


Hamilton Charted Way. 


The early policy of the nation, as 


championed by Alexander Hamilton, 
is important for us to know. Hamil- 
ton cut his way thru the dense fin- 
ancial woods of his time. 
He map- 


ped out new territory. 
Other men 


followed. 


Hamilton was a conservative. He 


stood solidly for two programs of na- 
tional development a protective tar- 
iff and indirect taxation. 
That he 


did his work well, no one will deny. 
The protective tariff of today, is 
more "protective" than ever and in- 
direct taxation raised nearly all the 
expenses of our national government 
up to our entrance into the Great 
war in 1917. Since then, both direct 
and indirect have been used, tho the 
greater amount raised since 1917 
has been direct. 


To return again to our early his- 


tory. 
The first administration 
of 


George 
Washington, 
lasting 
four 


years, cost the people of the United 
States 
an average of $5,000,000 a 


year. Of this amount, approximately 
57 per cent went to pay interest on 
the public debt; 30 per cent went 
for military 
Expenses, 
including 


soldiers' 
pensions arising 
out of 


war. Military expenses and interest 
absorbed 87 per cent of the cost of 
government, even in our early his- 
tory. In 1790 the per capita tax for 
national 
purposes 
was ?1.20 per 


annum. It seemed like a big problem 
tn the days of Hamilton. It was sup--' 
posed to be almost too big to solve. 
That was in 1790. 


From Alexander Hamilton, first 


secretary of the treasury in 1790, to 
Andrew Mellon, present secretary of

Look for Cause of Trouble 
If Saliva Flow Is Abnormal

NYONE who has had experience in singing 


or in public speaking knows how fear or 
anxiety ^vill dry up the secretion "of the 


mouth. 
Even old stagers have times when the 


mouth is as dry as a cotton ball. 


The moisture of the mouth is supplied by cer- 


tain glands, known as the "salivary glands." When 
they function normally there is just enough saliva 
to keep the mouth, tongue and lips moist and 
flexible. 


The amount of saliva produced depends on the 


blood supply to these glands. The larger the flow of blood, the more 
is the quantity of secretion.

In consequence the flow of 
saliva is excessive. 


Emotion produces peculiar results. 
It may excite the tear glands, caus- 
ing crying- If it is a pleasurable 
emotion, provided by the smell of 
roast turkey, for instance, there 
may be an uncommon secretion of 
saliva. 


Certain drugs, like belladonna, 


cause the salivary glands to stop 
their functions and the mouth bo- 
comes very dry- That is what hap- 
pens to you when the oculist puts 
"drops" in your eyes in order to 
test them for glasses. 


Other drugs, mercury, for in- 
stance, have the opposite effect, 
causing a tremendous flow of saliva. 
The mouth and gums get sore and 
there is a constant drooling of fluid 
from the mouth and constant swal- 
lowing to r^t rid of it. 


This condition is called "saliva- 


tion," biu it is not always due to* 
drug- action. It mayxbe caused by 
disease. In a. certain blood disease 
it is particularly severe. 
Victims of salivation 
suffer 
greatly. The mouth gets very sore 
and eating is almost impossible. 
The gums are so swollen that they 
almost hide the teeth. 


TTe have a mild form "of saliva-
